The bride, a staff sergeant in 
the Marine Corps, Woman’s Re¬ 
serve, selected an opportune date 
lor. the wedding, which marked 
Victory day.

It was on September 30, 1943, 
that the Petaluma girl left here 
for Camp Lejeune, North Caro¬ 
lina, and after completing her 
boot training she went to speci¬ 
alist school, quartermaster de¬ 
partment, and in February, 1944, 
she was assigned to Camp Jos. 
H. Pendleton, Oceanside, Calif., 
where she worked in the payroll 
department * of the commissary 
and was also* secretary to the 
captain. 

Marjorie wa§ married May 8 
in the local Methodist church to 
Ray Hardin at fashionable rites. 
The ceremony was performed on 
the date of the end of war in 
Europe, Victory day. 

Before going into the service 
Mrs. Hardin filled a position with 
the Petaluma branch, Bank of 
America. Her retufn home after 
serving her country, is pleasing 
to her friends, She is a niece 
of Mrs. Joseph Perolini, Mrs. 
Murray Gow and Mrs. Alvin 
Critchloiw of this city, and one 
of Petaluma’s most popular and 
brilliant young women. 
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
